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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.182, filed January 10, 2005, to correct the 
names of two of the joint inventors. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

Office records have been updated to reflect the correction to inventor Henry Chu's name to 
Henry Chung-Hsin Chu and inventor Thomas Oudal's name to Thomas D. Oudal. 

In view of the expedited issuance of patents, the Letters Patent may issue without the inventors' 
names as requested. If the Letters Patent is not printed with the inventors' names as desired, 
petitioner may request a certificate of correction and pay the $100 fee therefor.
